To fortifie this, there was inftanc’d in thé} 
goth A& of the 11th Parliament, King Femes Vth 
wherein Freedom of Speech, and Voting is refere'd ts 
the Subjets, As alfo, That it was againft the C/ 
of Right, by which the Freedom of Speech and Deba 
in Parliament is fecur'd to the Members. Upon the 
feveral Heads, a great many Members did in tf 
Houfe immediately proteft againft the Adjournment 
as Iiegal, aed took Inftruments in the Regifter 
s, and immediately thereafier withdrew, 
fram'd an Addrefs to her Majelty, which was Sign’d 
that Night, by about 60 Members, and by 15 or 20 
next Morning. |

tain. The Imperiaiifts advanc’d fo near the Eledor! 
Camp the fame Night, that after they had takens 
full View of its Situation, they were preparing al 
‘Things the next Morning to have made an Onk 
upon it; But the Elector not thinking it convenien 
to run the Hazard of a Battle, retreated early th 
next Morning in great Precipitation, leaving behind 
him moft of his Tents ftanding, togeher with fever 
Waggon-Loads ot good Booty. Upon this the Coun 
of Guttenftein purfued the Ele€tor to Matray, while 
the Elector fell back to Infpruck; bur not thinking 
himfelf fafe there, decamp’d upon the 27th of Ful, 
and the fame Evening General Guttenjtein poflelsé 
himfelt of that Capital City. On the other fide, the 
Elector withdrew his Men out of Hai, and other 
Places thereabouts, and haften’d to Mirrerwald upm 
the Frontiers of Tyrol, betweert Scharnitz and Munitl, 
being follow'd fo clofely in his Retreat by the inp 
rial Forces and Country People, that they skirmifhé

‘ded they might have the free Enjoyment of theit 
Religion, Liberties, Eftates and Privileges, and that 
‘the Government of Hungary be trufted in the Hands

othis Infurrection, we may here obferve the wrong 
Politicks of thofe Sovereigns, who think hard Ufage 
tobe the beft Means to keepa Nation in Subjeéti- 
on: A Notion moft pernicious, for whenever a Peo- 
pie is unjuftly opprefs’d, they will embrace every 
Opportunity of bettering their Condition.

‘Thence the King 
condu&ed him to his Bed Chamber, through one ot 
the Nobleft Apartments in Europe. ‘here the King 
took his leave of his Catholick Majefty, but return- 
ed foon after, accompanied by the two Princes: And 
their Majelties Supped together in Publick. The 
Entertainment was in every refpeét Sumprtuous and 
Magnificent. The next Day Sir George Rooke fent 
Rear Admiral Di/kes on Shoar to Compliment. the 
King of Portugal, to whom he was introduced by 
Mr. Methuen, her Majelty’s Eavoy Extraordinary, 
and was very kindly received. “Phe Envoy after- 
wards had Audience of the King of Spain, and made 
him a Compliment in her Majeity’s Name upon his 
being on Skoar, and met with a very kind Recep- 
tion, his Catholick Majelty exprefling {till the great 
Refpe& he had for her Majelty, and how much he 
thought himfelf obligedto her.

An Account of Sir Stafford Fairborne’s Diftre/s ia 
the late Sturm. 


STR, 
J ER Majefty’s Ship 4fociasion, a fecond Rate of 
* 96 Guns,commanded by Sir Stafford Fairborne, 
* Vice-Admiral of the Red, and under him Captain 
* Richard Canning, failed from the Downs the 24th of 
* November laft, in Company with feven other Ca 
‘Ships, under the Command of the Honourable Sir 
* Cloudeficy Shovel, Admiral of the White, in theit 
* return from Legbors up the River. They anchored 
* that Night off of the Lomg-fand-bead. The a 
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‘three in the Morning, the Wind ar W.S. W. en 
‘ creafed toa Hurricane, which drove the Affociation 
‘from her Anchors. The Night was exceeding dark, 
‘but what was more Dreadful, the Gedoper, a very 
‘dangerous Sand, was under her Lee; fo that fhe 
‘was in Danger of ftriking upon it, beyond the 
‘Power of Man to avoid it. Driving thus at the 
‘Mercy of the Waves, it pleafed God, that about 
‘ five-a-Clock the paffed over the tail of the Galloper 
‘in feven Fathom of Warer. The Sea boifterous 
‘and angry, all in a Foam, was ready to fwallow 
‘herup; and the Ship received at that time a 
‘on her Starboard-fide, which beat over all, broke 
‘and wafhed feveral half Ports, and forced in the 
‘entering Port. She took in fiich a vaft quantity of 
* Water, that it kept her down upon her fide, and eve- 
‘ry Body believ'd, rhat fhe could not have rifen again, 
* had not the Water been {peedily let down into the 
* hold by fCurtling rhe Decks: During this Confter-' 
‘nation two of the Lower-Gun-Deck-Ports were 
‘ prefled open by this mighty weight of Water, the 
*moft hazardous Accident, next to touching the 
‘ Ground, that could have happened to us, But the 
‘ Port, that had been forced open, being readily fe- 
‘cured by the Direétion and Command of the Vice- 
* Admiral, who, though much indifpofed, wasupon 
* Deck all that time, prevenred any farther Mifchief. 
* As the Ship ftill drove with the Wind, fhe was not 
‘long in this Shoal, (where it was impoffible for 
* any Ship to have lived at that timé ) but came in- 
* to deeper Water, and then fhe had a {moother Sea. 
‘However the Hurricane did not abate, but rather 
“ feemed ro gather Strength. For Words were no 
‘fooner uttered, but they were carried away by the 
‘Wind, fo that although thofe upon Deck fpoke 
‘loud and clofe to one another, yet they could 
* not often diftinguifh what was faid; and when they 
‘ opened their Mouths, their Breath was almoft ta- 
“ken away. Part of the Sprit Sail, tho’ faft furled, 
* was blownaway from the Yard. A Ten Oar-Boar, 
‘that was lafhed on her Starboard fide, was often 
‘hove up by the Strength of the Wind, and over- 
‘fet upon her Gun-Wale, We plainly ow

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x “Wind skimmi ie if it had been 
, ind skimmitig up the Water, as if ‘it ha 
wee : Sand, carrying it up'intothe Air, which was then 
fo.thick and glooming, that Day-light, which fhould 
* bave been comfortable ‘to us; did -but, make it ap- 
* pear more ghaftly. TheSun, by. intervals, peeped 
* ¢hrough the corner of a Cloud, but foon difappear, 
* ing,! gave us a more melancholick Profpect.of the 
© Weather. About Eleven of the Clock  dilperfed the 
“ Clouds, and the Hurricane abated into a more mo- 
* derate Storm, which drove us oven to the Bank 
‘of Flanders, and thence,along.the Coalt of Holland 
“ and Frie/eland, to the entrance of the K/b; where 
* she gthot December wehad almoft as violent a Storm, 
* as when we drove fromour Anchors, the Wind at 
“N. W. driving us dire&tly upon the Shoar,,, So thar, 
* we mutt all have inevitably perifhed,,had not God 
* mercifully favoured us about 109,a-Clock at night 
* with 2S. W, Wind,, which'gave, us am opportunuy 
“to put to Sea. | But being afterwards driven near. 
‘the Coaft of Norway, the Ship wanting Anchors 
‘and Cables, our, Wood and Candles wholly ex- 
: pended: no Beer on Board, nor any thing elfe ia 
“lieu; every, one reduced, to one. quart of Water 
* per Day, the. Men,.who had been haraiied at Belle 
* Ife, and in our Meditetrauean Voyage, now jaded 
‘by the continual. Faugues of the Storms, falling 
* fick every Day, the Vice-Admiral. in this exigency, 
* thought it advifable to. put into Gortenbourgh, the: 
‘only Port where we could hope to be, fupplied. 
* We arrived there the 11th of December; and having 
* without lofS of timte gor Anchors and Cables from 
“ Copenhagen, and Proyifions from .Gettembourgh, We 
* failed thence the 3d. of Fanuary, with 12 Merchant» 
* Men under our Conyoy, all loaden with Sgores for 
* her Majefty’s Navy: . The 11th following we pre 
* vented four French Privateers from taking four 
‘our Store-Ships. .At. Night we anchored off ghe 
* Long-Sand Head. Weighed again the ; next Dafs 
“but foon came to an Anchor, becaufe it was-very 
‘hazy Weather, Here we rid out again a violent: 
* Storm, which was like to-have put us to, Sea, 
‘after three Days. very bad Weather,: we, wel 
“and arrived tothe Bucy of the Nore the 23d of Fans- 
ary, having run very great Risks. among the Sand 
. For we had not only contrary Winds, but alfo very 
* tem 
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‘contracted by the hardfhips which they endur’d in 
‘the bad Weather; and had not Sir Srafford’ Fatr- 
it ‘ borne, by his great care and diligence, got the Ship 
‘out of Gottenbourgh, and by thar prevented her being 
‘frozen up, moft part of the Sailers had perifhed ‘af- 
‘rerwards by the feverity ofthe Winter, which is in- 
‘tolerable Cold in thofe parts,

* peat any thing that is mention’d in the Publick Prints, 
" concerning the King of Spain ; but only tell you that 
‘ after different refolutions, occafion’d by the differing 
" Calculations,and falfe Alarms of the King’s Landing, 
‘the 2 Dukes of Somerfet and Marlborough, went to Pet- 
* worth on Chrifimas Day ,in order to wait upon his Ma- 
* yelty immediately,on the firlt notice. But the Prince, 
“who ftaid in Town, till he fhould receive certain 
" advice of his being feen upon our Coafts, had thenext 
‘day, being Sunday, an Exprefs from Dover, that Sir 
" George Rook was pait by that place the Evening be- 
* fore, whereupon his Highnefs gave directions to his 
* Coaches to be ready at 6 a Clock in,the morning on 
" Monday to gofor Petworth, Accordingly we fet our 
‘ at thattime by Torch Light, anddid nor get out of 
* the Coaches, (fave only when we were overtura’d 
* or ftuck faftinthe Mire) till wearrived at our Jour- 
“ney’send, ’Twashard fervice for the Prince to fit 
‘14 hours in the Coach that day without Eating any 
* thing,and paffing thro’ the worft ways that Lever faw 
“in my Life; we were thrown butonce indeed in go- 
‘ ing, but both our Coach, which was the Leading, 
‘and his Highneffes Body-Coach, would have ful- 
‘ fer'd very often, if the nimble Boors of Sujfex had 
‘ not frequently .poifed it, or fupported it with their,

* indeedwe had never done it, if our good Mafter had 
* not feveral times lent us a pair of Horfes out of his 
* own Coach, whereby we were enabled to Trace 
‘ out the way for him; they made us believe, that 
* the feveral Grounds we croft, and his Grace’s Park 
© would alleviate the Fatigue, but L proteft I could hard. 
“ly perceive any difference berween them and the 
*comman Roads. When we went to Petworth, of which 
* the Dutchefs had but a fhort hour’s notice by the ar. 
* rival of our Carriages before us, we found her at the 
© Door with her pretty Children ready to feceive the

* and his Attendants, after fhe order’d us private Lodg- 
* ings in the Town,and her own Coaches to wait 
“onus, &c. The Prince was not expected there tll 
“the next day,and rothatend the Duke of Marlborough, 
* who did not hear of the King’s Arrival till after we, 
* fent away an Exprefs to St. Fames’s, but that miftus, 
* About Guilford we met the Count de Coleredo, Cap. 
“tain of the King’s Guard, with a Compliment to 
“the Queen and Prince, but it was then too late to 
“alter our meafures. 

“The magnificence of the Duke of Somerfet's 
* Houfé ( tho’ it isnot yet near finifht ) the exceeding 
* rich Furniture, fine Pictures, Carving, &c. made 
* next day fhort enoughto his Highnefs, who would 
* not eat till the King’s Arrival, which was about 7 
“in the Evening, with fix or feven Coaches. The 
“Prince was at the door before his Majelty alighted, 
“and waited on him direétly to his own: Apartment, 
* and there left him about half an hour, after which 
“he fent co vifithim, and was rectived at the door 
* of his Bed Chamber by his Catholick Majefty, 
‘feared in an Atm-Chair oppofite to his own; the 
* Ceremony was fhorr, snd the Prince had not been 
* long retired to his Quarters, before che King fent 
“to return the Vifir, and was receiv'd at the cop 
* the Stairs, and conduéted to the Prince’s Bed Cham- 
“ber, @c. After he had been there a little while, he 
* fignified to the Duke of Somerfer, his defire of feeig 
* my Lady Dutchefs; whereupon the Prince, the two 
* Dukes, &c. waited upon him to her Grace’s Apart- 
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‘ments, who cathe forward feveral Rooms, even to\“V 


* the bottom of the Stairs to meet the King, and ma- 
* king a very low Obeyfance, fhe receiv’d a kifs from 
‘him, as alfo the two young Ladies, her Daughters, 
‘ whom fhe prefented to him. After that he accompa- 
* ny’d her toa little drawing Room, where he ftaid 3 
* or 4 minutes,and then was carry'd by the Prince to 


* fee the Houfe, and prefentiy after t6 Supper. which 


‘was fervd up with fo much Splendor and Profu- 
*fion, and yet with fo much Decency and Order, 
*thae I mutt needs fay I never fiw the like. . The 
* Table where they Supt was an Oval,and very large, 
* the King fat about the middle of it, and the Prince 
‘ almoft gt the end. tie Eat and Drank very hear- 
*tily, but tafted no Liquors but his own; which 
‘were,,the fmall Drink, Water difcoloured by 
‘the infufion of Cinamon, and the ftrong, red and 
“white Tyrol Wine. When he calls for either of 
‘them, his Falter, who is alfo one.of the Lords of 
© his. Bed-Chamber, brings the Liquor in a little 
*Bortle, and covers it, or rather hides it with a Sal- 
* ver, upon which he pours out what he Taifts, near 
* as much as we CallaSuperncculum. ‘Thenthe King 
‘pours out what he pleafes which is commonly a 
* Glafs Tumbler full, and drinks ic off. The difpo- 
* fition of his Bread is as age as any thing elfe ; 
* for it is broke into very fmall Mammécks, laid upon 
‘a Plate cover’d witha Napkin, and placed on his left 
* Hand, from whence he takes it bit by bit, bur keeps 
‘it always cover’d, I could not learn whether this 
* was Cuftom or Superftition; and here ir may not,be 
‘improper to tell you, that I believe he has an Aver- 
* fion for Dogs, becaufe 1 obferv’d one of his Noble- 
* men take up a Dog whilft the King Supt, and with 
‘great Caution and Secrecy carry it out of the 

Room. 

* His Catholick Majelty {peaks very little, what 
* he faid to the Prince was in High Durch ( to others 
‘in. French) he fpoke of nothing but indifference

* whatever Anfwer the Prince made, he return'd no 
‘Reply. The King of Spain is of a middle ftature,

“notigh, his Hair ( Tmean his Perriwig ) and Eye. 
* brows Chefnut Colours, his Face as fait and fmooth

“ably mixt in his Cheeks, his Air and Deportment 
“being equally Grave, Sweet and Affable. Ar Sup. 
“per he was atrended by all the grear Officers he 
© brought over with him,viz. the Prince of Litcheftein 
© his Governour’and Prime Minifter, whom I heard 
“tell my Mafter, thar he had lain every night in hig 
© Bed-Chamber by him, fince he was feven years old, 
“that is eleven vears, for he was 18 on the firft of 
* Oftober laft. The Counts of Thun and Zinzendorf 
“are his Kamer-Heeren, or Lords of the Bed-Cham. 
© ber, and ferv’d him alternately as Carver and Cup. 
© Bearer at Petworth, €5c. ‘Thenthere were the Conde.

TH E fatal Confequences of all Arbitrary Power, 

". are generally Opprefiion and. Slavery, which 
difmal EffeGts are thefame, whether, they be felt aa- 
der an Englifh, French, Duteh or Spani{o Govern- 
meat; for the Nature of all Tyranny in it felf.is,a- 
like, let it besexescifed where and by. what Authe- 
rity foever: But il there. be any Difference inthe 
Grievance of it, it will appear to be, moft unnatural 
when ufed and fettled by a Power thatoughtco be the 
ftrongeft Bulwark againft it ; if-therefore che Liberty 
of the Subjeét be reftrained, forced, and taken away 
by Content. of ‘the!

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It is ampoilible, Mr. Speaker, vo forefee all the fa- U-y~ra 


tal Confequences of this Bill: One of the greateft 
Shocks that ever happen’d to the Roman State was 
from their Slaves, who took up Arms to recover the 
Liberty of their Perfons ; the Rebellion of Naples, and 
feveral other dangerous Popular Infurrections, both 
inour own and neighbouring States, have been the 
Effects of lefs Caufes. How can it then be thought, 
that Freeborn Englifbmen, without the Jeaft Accufi- 
tion, or Sufpicion of a Crime, wiil patiently en- 
dure to be condemn’d to Death, or perputual Sla- 
very ? 

Lucius Manlius, the Diétator, having, contrary to 
the Cultom of the Romans from the Foundation of 
their State to his Time, caufed fome Perfons to be 
whipp’d, and others to be imprifon’d, for refufing 
to Lift themfelves, was accufed before the People as 
guilty of the higheft Crime, and had certainly fuaf- 
fer’'d Death, or fome other exemplary Punifhment, 
but that his Son going privately arm'd to the Tri- 
bune of th€People, threatned , and refolv’d his Death, 
tril che Tribune was forced folemnly tc fwear he would 
drop the Accufation. 

‘The Ufage of the Soldiers has been very hard and 
fevere, and this Bill will certainly make it worfe ; 
for what Concern can it be thought the Officers will 
have for their Men, when they are fenfible they muit 
be fupply’d by the Country, without any Charge or 
Trouble to rhemfelves. I muft here take Notice, 
that this gteat Oppreilion is not reftrain’d only to 
recruit Her Majelty’s Army in the Netherlands, but 
Her Forces in general; {0 that Perfons thus con- 
ftrain’d may be fent into cither of the Indies, as well 
as into the Low-Countries; a Hardfhip beyond Ex- 
preifion. In my Opinion, Mr. Speaker, this is a 
ready Way to depopulate the Land, to fell the 
Lives of our Subjects, and to éftablifh and conhrm, 
or, at leaft, promote the Sale of them both atc Home 
and Abroad, by a Law, in which there 1s not any 
Strain of Pirrcten Applaule. 

It was generally expeéted, that at leaft the Delign 
of this Bill fhould have been fpecious and plaulible ; 
that it fhould only have rid and ¢afed the Country of 
loofe, idle, and diforderly Perfons, whoare a Peft,

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yw Care been taken to put 0 fair a Glofs upon it, I am 


afraid it would have proved in the End as falfe, and 
as fatal to us, as the fuitice of the Lacedemonians did 
to the Athenians, who, alter the Reduétion of Athens 
under their Power, firft began to put to Death only 
fuch Perfons as were obnoxious to the Peopie; but 
after the Eftablifhment of their Tyranny, thebeft of 
the Citizens fuffer’d, and were executed with the ref. 
This alfowas S)Ja’s Maxim, when he had fubducd 
the Liberty of Rome; Damajippus, a cruel Favouret 
of Marius, was thought to futfer as a worthy Exam. 
ple of his Juftice, and his Death was attended with 
the loud Applaufe and Acclamations of the People : 
But it was foon tound, that his Punifhment was only 
a {pecious pretence, anda plaufble Beginning to that 
fiicceeding Slaughter with which he Gill’d the Senate, 
and the Forum. The Promoters of this Bill, Mr, 
Speaker, are not Mafters of fitch refin’d Politicks; 
they have not endeavour’d to conceal, or put any 
Colour upon their Intentions, but have,at once, difco- 
ver'd what they always in their Hearts defign’d fhould 
be the Practices of it when obtain’d, upon what Pre- 
tence foever. 

The Difficulties of proportioning the Number 
each Country or Parifh is to find, as well as where 
to lodge the Coercive Power, are fo many, and fo 
great, that they feem to be almoft infuperable ; fo 
that [ fhall not enter into thofe Particulars, but agree 
with the Sentiments of this Houfe upon another Oc. 
cafion, That the Promoting the Intereft of chis Bill 
in general does, directly tend to fubject the Rights of 
the Commons of England to an Illegal and Arbitrary 
Power ; and therefore defire, that it may be left tobe 
the Act of a more Arbitrary King or Queen, and a 
more Servile Houle of Commons.

Occafional Conformity, As it paffed the Houle ob 
Commons, the Seventh Day of December, 1703. 


W Hereas by an A& made in the Thirteenth 
Year of the Reign of King Char/es the Second, 
Entituled, An Aa& for the Well Governing and Regu- 
lating of Corporations, it is, among other things 
therein contained, Enaéted, That from and after the 
‘E'wenty Fourth Day of Merch, 1663. no Perfon or 
Perfons fhould for ever be Placed, Eleéted, of 
Chofen, in or to any Office, or Place of Mayor, Al- 
derman, Recorder, Bailiff, Town-Clerk, Commot- 
Council-Man, or any Office or Offices of Magiftra- 
cy, or Place of Truft, or other Employment, relating 

to, or concerning the Government of any City an 
Corporation, within the Kingdom of England, Do- 
mimion 
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minion of Wales, or Town of Berwick upon Tweed, “YA, 


who fhould not within One Year next before fuch 
Election or Choice, have taken the Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper, according to the Rites of the Church 
of England; and in default thereof, every fuch Pla- 
cing, Election and Choice, was thereby Enacted and 
Declared to be void, 

And whereas, by another A& made in the asth 
Year of the Reign of the faid King Charles the IId. 
Entituled, An Aét for preventing Dangers which may 
bappen from Popiflo Recufants, it is Enaéted, among 
other things therein contained, that all Perfons who 
fhould be admitted into any Office, Civil or Mili- 
tary, after the firft Day of EaferTerm, in the Year 
1673. fhould receive the Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper, according to the Ufage of the Church of 
England, withinthree Months atter their admittance 
in fome Publick Church, upon fome Lord's Day; 
and that all Perfons who fhould Negleé or Refufe 
to take the Sacrament, as atorefaid, fhould be, ip/o 
faélo, adjudged incapable, and difabled in Law to 
all Intents and Purpofes whatfoever, to Have or 
Enjoy the faid Othcesor Employments. By which 
faid feveral Acts it was manifeftly intended, That 
all Perfons to be admitted into fuch Ofhces and 
Employments fhould be, and always remain con- 
formable to the Church of England, as by Law 
Eftablifhed ; yet the faid Aéts have been moft No- 
torioully and Scandaloufly eluded by many Diflenters 
trom the Church of England, who have received the 
Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, in order only to 
have, or retain fuch Offices and Employments, and 
to evade the Penalties of the faid Laws, and have af- 
terwards withdrawn themlelves from the Communi- 
on of the Church of England, and relorted to Con.

Fergufon’s Narrative, December 24. 1703. 


Do Solemnly declare, as far as concerns either my 
Knowledge or Belief, there is nota. Nonjuror, or 
one reckoned a Jacobite engaged in a Plot, or that will 
be againft her prefent Majelty, and the Government; 
yea, it is fo far from giving them unealinefs, that her 
Majefty is in the Throne, that they heartily blef 
God, that the Monarchy is Refetved againft the de. 
figns of the Republicans, and that one of the Serene 
Family of the Sevarts poflefleth the Sovereignty, in 
defpight of all the Endeavours of fuch, as would have 
either fupplanted her, had the late K. diam lived, 
or would have brought either the Princefs of Hanno- 
ver, or the Prince her Son into England or Scotland, 
during her Reign fince his Deceafe ; and tho’ ’tis not 
to be denied, but there are thofé in her Majefty’s Do- 
minions, whe will not Swear to ferve her againft the 
P. at St. Germains, yet fince they are willing to Live 
quietly under her Majelty’s Authority, ’tis hoped 
they'll be diftinguifh’d {rom Traytors and Rebels. 

And fhould the weight of Foreign Affairs bring 
her Majefty into a neceffity of Capitulating with

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Grace the Duke of Queensberry, who not only pre- 
tected the faid Frax¥r in Scotland, but obtained a 
Pafs by a fham Name of the Right Honourable the 
Earl of Nottingham here, for conveying him abroad 
again, would be in a Confpiracy with the Court of 
France again{t her Majelty, and the rrefent Govern- 
ment. 

And it ought to be held ridiculous, that either nay 
Lord Stairs, who wasthe Author of the Maflacre of 
Giencoe, or Mr. Wiliam Carfiaires, who was deeply 
engag’d, both in the intended Affailination at the 
Rye Houfe, and in all the Treafonable defigns, as well 
again{t King Charles the 2d, as again{Pthe late King 
James, while in the Throne, fhould now become 
imbark’d in the fervice with thofe at S+. Germains, 
and co-operate with thofe who are faid to be carry- 
ing on the Exalting the P. of Wales to the Throne ot 
his Anceltors. 

Nor will it pafs upon any Man of Common Sentfe, 
that the Duke of Queensberry’s Contidence and Kind. 
nefs to, and fingular care for the Covering and Pro-

Neither can it be reafonably imagined, that his ow 
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Nor can it efcape the obférvation of her Majeity, 
and the Honourable Lords of her Privy Council 
how precarious the Lives as well as the Liberties and 
Fortunes of all fuch muft be, againft whom either 
Frazier doth entertain Refenrments and bear Revenge, 
(as he isknown to do, in reference to the Duke of 
Athol, and to many more of the firft Rank in Scotland 
or the Duke of Queensberry himfelt harbour the lea 
Grudge. 

And feeing it will contribute to the giving further 
light in this mattér, to have thofe ftrictly examined, 
who either here, or. in Scotland, have had the fecrer 
Converfation{ind Tranfactions with Captain Frazier, 
*tis my humble Opinion, that befides what may be 
Learned from the Laird Lathel, from other heads of 
the Highland Clans in Scotland, all whofe Names are 
in great probability known to his Grace the Duke of 
Queensberry, it having been under his Grace’s Pro- 
tection, as well as Advice, that Frazier went to them, 
fo much more in the ufe of proper Methods, may be 
gained trom Mr. Keeth and Lieut. Campbell, who of all 
men i¢emed to be mofe in Frazier’s Confidence, and 
in his Secrets, than they have yet declared. 

And in my humble Opinion, ’twill be one of the 
mott effectual courfes to prevail with them, to deal 
openly, and without referve, if they fhall be threat- 
ned with the being fent to Scotland, in order to be 
proceeded againft. 

Nor is it unlikely, but fomething confiderable in 
this Affair, may be wrefted out of Mr. Car/taires, in 
that he having procured of the late King Wiliam a 
Pardon to Frazier, with refpeét to his having levied 
War, and being ftill reckoned by Frazier, for one of 
his efpecial Friends, ( which alfo was told to my felf 
by the faid Frazier). tis not to be fuppofed, but that 
one endowed with the infinuating Faculty and Art, 
for which Mr. Carftaires isfo much valued by his Par-
